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EFFECT OF REPORT AT CAPITAL. 


For Some Reason the False News Was 
Issuei by the State Department. 

Washington, March 21.—Seldom has 

official Washington been more completely 
stirred by conflicting emotions than it 
Was today by the announcement of the 
death of John Sherman and then by the | 
contradiction of the report which came 
#@ few hours later, the one giving a relief. 
which was as marked as was the sorrow 
produced by the other. 
The first report, which came from New 
York, was received at 3 o'clock in the 
afternoon and was cried in tha depart- 
ments just before they closed for the day. 
The announcement seemed to follow nat- 
urally the other cablegrams of the day, 
stating that the venerable statesman’s 
condition had grown worse since yester- 
day, and there was a universal expression 
of regret, and in many cases of personal 
distress over the news. 

Cabinet ministers, senators and mem- 
bers of the house expressed de°p sorrow, 
speaking not only in terms of admiration 
and respect for the ex-senator’s public 
career, but dwelling with loving kindness 
upon his personal character. 

The contradiction of the first report did 
not arrive until 8:30 o’clock. It came to 
the Associated Press in the shape of a 
positive statement from Santiago de Cuba, 
made in the knowledge that the report of 
the ex-senator’s death had been circu- 
lated. This dispatch was immediately 
given wide circulation in the city as it 
was possible for it to receive at that hour. 
Secretary Hay was placed in possession of 
a copy of the dispatch, as were also Mr. 
Sherman’s family. 

“Almost a marvelous condition of af- 
fairs," remarked the secretary. He then 
proceeded to express his great relief that 
the first news was not confirmed. 

The news of the reported death of Mr. 
Sherman took many persons, friends and 
others to his house on K street. Among 
others who were congregated there when 
the representative of the Associated Press 
called were the two former private secre- 
taries of ex-Senator Sherman, Mr. Bab- 
cock and Mr. Valle, as well as Miss Kate 
Willeock, a niece, and Mrs. Colonel Charles 
lloyt, whose husband was a cousin of ex. 
Senator Sherman. They and others pres- 
ent read the dispatch stating that the ex- 
senator was still alive with tumultuous 
joy. 

The reading of the glad .message had 
scarcely been concluded by those present 
than Mrs. McCallum, the adopted daugh- 
ter of ex-Senator and Mrs. Sherman, burst 
into the room accompanied by the daugh- 
ter of General Miles. They had received 
the mews through a telephone message 
from the Associated Press while at General | 
Miles’s house and had hurried over to} 
impart it to the rest of the family. | 

“It has been a trying day,” said Mrs. 
McCallum, “but al! is well again.” 

Indeed, there were heartfelt © rejoicings 
and thanksgivings on the part of all those 
who had assembled at the house when they 
realized it was true, that the invalid was 
better and might yet be restored to them. - 
Mrs. Sherman is the one in the household 
who suffered neither from the first an- 
nouncement or r jeiced over the second. 
She was not informgd of either. Mvs. 
Sherman has been quite il] from a@ para- 
lytic attack for several months and had 
not been informed even of the ex-senator’s 
serious illness for fear of its effect on her. 
It was felt that when the news of his death 
came today that it would have to be 
broken to her, but al) hesitated to make 
the announcement. ‘It was ultimately de- | 
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cided to postpone the sad duty until to- 
morrow. She was thus saved the shock.

SHERMAN TO GO ON CHICAGO. 


Navy Department Will Have Distin- 
guished American Returned. 
Washington, March 21.—Secretary Long 
received word today from Captain Cooper, 
of the cruiser Chicago, saying that vessel 
had met the Paris, on which ex-Secretary 


' Sherman is a passenger, off Kingston, Ja- 


maica. 

The Chicago was dispatched immediately 
by the navy department to Kingston to 
bring Mr. Sherman to the United States, 
as the Paris was not expected to return 
with her excursionists for some time. 

The Chicago, however, did not reach 
Kingston in time, but- upon meefing the 
Paris made arrangements to take Mr. 
Sherman off the latter vessel on Friday, 
the change to be made at Caimanera, a few 
miles east of Santiago. , 

Captain Cooper’s dispatch was as 
lows: 

“Caimanera, Cuba, March 21.—Met Paris 
yesterday off Kingston bound for Santiago.

Secretary of War Will Keep Soldiers in 
the South Awhile. 

Washington, March 21.—Secretary Alger 
has come to the determination to maintain 
summer camps for the United States troops 
In the southern states and the delegation 
of Georgians who called upon tim yester- 
day to secure that object will be so in- 
formed. 

It is also the intention to maintain one of 
the camps In the neighborhood of Atlanta. 
The. only condition is that the present 
quarantine regulations, which operate so as 
to prevent the movements of troops, ab- 
solutely demanded by the military needs 
of the case, shall be adapted to the re- 
quirements. 

The number of troops to be located at 
any one camp will not be large, for it is 
Said at the department that only about 
15,000 soldiers will be so located, but there 
is likely to be much changing around 
among the men. :

FXPLOSION INJURES CHILDREN. 


Powder Explodes from Careless Hand- 
; ling in Arkansas Town. 
Dewitt, Ark., March 21.—A terrible explo- 

sion of powder occurred here this. after- 
noon, as a result of which two children are 
in a dying condition, several other persons 
are badly hurt and property to the value 
of several thousand dollars is destroyed. 

The explosion occurred in the store of 
S. L. Leslie, one of the most important 
establishments in town. About 3 o'clock a 
‘report was heard in the store, and the ex- 
plogion which followed wrecked the build- 
ing, destroying it entirely. The large etock 
of goods was badly damaged. 

There were about a dozen people in the 
building when the explosion occurred, in- 
cluding Mr. Leslie’s family and some cus- 
tomers. Two of Leslie’s children were 
fatally burned. The others in the store 
were more or less injured, several very bad- 
ly, but not fatally. 

It is supposed the explosion was caused 
by the children playing in the store, who, 
it is thought, accidentally set fire to a 
keg of gunpowder. 


THREE MEN LOST IN EXPLOSION: 


Saw Mill Boiler at Mattie, Md., Ex- 
plodes with Fatal Results. 

Cumberland, Md., March 21.—Three men 
were killed and several injured, some fa- 
tally, by the explosion of the boiler in 
a sawmill at Mattie, Md., near here. The 
dead are Philus Wink, head blown off; 
Danie] Snyder, body blown 100 yards, pick- 
ed up dead; John Shuss, horribly mangled; 
Anthony Whitfield, one of the wounded, 
had a large coupling pin blown through 
his reck and is thought to be fatally in- 
jured. 


MURDERER IS MOB’S VICITM. 


Arkansas Negro Reeitnines to Crime 
and Is Swung Up at Once. 

Texarkana, Ark., March 21.—Last Satur- 
day a prominent planter named James 
Stockton, of Little River county, Arkansas, 
\, was murdered by a Reero named General 

Duckett. 

Today Duckett surrendered himself, say- 
ing he was nearly starved, as he had been 
in hiding in Red river bottoms since he 
committed the crime. He was taken to 
the ecene of his crime near Rocky Ccom- 
fort, and from there Sheriff Johnson started 
with him for Richmond. 

After traveling a few miles he was over- 
taken by a mob, who demanded the pris- 
oner. Duckett was taken from the officer 
and within a few minutes his dead bcdy 
was dangling from a tree. He confessed to 
the crime before he was hanged.

Meeting in Building 


BROUGHT FACE TO FACE WITH DEATH 


In a Wild Effort To Escape the Flames 
Numbers of the Women Jump 
Forty Feet to the Ground and 
Land on Pavement Un- 
conscious. 


Omaha, Neb., March 21.—Comparatively 
insignificant in materia] destruction, but 
appalling in ite harvest of death and suf- 


fering was a fire that partially destroyed 
the Patterson block at Seventeenth and 
Douglass streets this afternoon. 

Two of its victims have already passed 
away, one more is not expected to @ve and 
about twenty others are suffering from 
broken limbs and burned and laceraied 
flesh. The killed are:

Among the injured are: Mre:-C. F. 
Brosius, face and hands burned; Mrs. A.

J.C. Holt, face and hands burned; Mrs. G.

It was not 
discovered until it had spread to the ad- 
joining apartments and the entire floor was 
filled with smoke and flame. 

About twenty members of the Woman's 
Lodge of McCabe were attending a com- 
mittee meeting in the waiting room in 
front of the middle building on the same 
floor. They were unconscioug of danger 
Until a janitor threw open the door and 
told them to get out before the flames cut 
them off. 

The warning came too late. The fire 
Swept through the door and down the 
single Stairway. Those nearest the door 
fled through the blinding smoke and reach- 
€d the street with hands and faces burned 


and blistered. The rest faced a solid wall 
of flame. , 

There was a fire escape at the south front 
of the building, but not one of them seems 
to have thought of it. They rushed panic- 
Stricken tO the windows through which the 
6moke was already pouring in suffocating 
puffs. The fire was scarcely a foot behind 
them. It caught their clothing and 


Scorched their faces with increasing in- 
tensity. 


Sprung ffom Windows. 

In another instant the spectators, at- 
tracted by the clouds of smoke, were horri- 
fled to see one after arl>ter spring from 
the open windows and fall heavily to the 
pavement. 

Not one arose. They lay in an inert und 
apparently lifeless heap until carried into 
the office of a physician across the street. 


Cuts @id bruises and all were burned until 
their torn and blackened skin hung in 
shreds, 


to persons the fire was not a serious one. 
Few of the losers are able to place an ex-

will not exceed $50,000. The loss on the 
building is less than half. that sum and 
aside from that the heaviest losers are the 
proprietors of the Boston store, who had a 
large sunplus stock in the basement of the 
block.

VAST CEMETERY 


Three More Bodies Found by Excavations 
in Ruins Yesterday. 


FIVE DEAD ARE UNKNOWN 


Injured at the Hospitals Are All Do- 
ing Well and Recovering. 


BODY OF MRS, AUZE IS IDENTIFIED 


It Will Be Fully a Week Before the 
Excavation Can Be Completed and 
All Bodies Recovergd. 


New York, March 21.—Three bodies were 
recovered from the ruins of the Windsor 
hotel today. They were badly charred and 
great difficulty is being experienced in the 
identification. 

The first was that of a female of small 
stature. The arms and legs were missing. 
It was thought to be the body of Miss 
Dora Hoffman, of Baltimore, a woman 
sixty years of age, who is among the miss- 
ing. . 

Tonight, however, two of the employces 
of the hotel called at the morgue and 
claimed to identify the remains as those 
of Mrs. Margaret Auze, of New York city. 
The men are William Curran, parlor man at 
the hotel, and James Trainor, a watter. 
Both were positive as to the identification. 

There are now five. bodies at the morgue, 
each tagged with a number, which with the 
ten known dead brings the list to fifteen. 
The list of missing is still very large. 

The injured at the hospitals are all re- 
covering. The recognition of Mrs. Margaret 
Auze made by the two employees of the 
hotel seemed to be very positive. Both 
recognized the beaded dress, part of which 
remained. Mrs. Auze had been a guest at 
the hotel for fifteen years, and ‘Trainor 
said he always waited on her in the dining 
room. He jdentified her by the prominent 
jawbones and by the teeth. Curran also 
recognized these features. 

Mrs. Auze and Miss Dora Hoffman, of 
Baltimore, were seen, it is said, to go to 
their room on the fifth floor shortly be‘ore 
the fire broke out, and it is thought almost 
certain that both perished. 

Although the work of clearing away the 
debris is progressing as rapidly as possible, 
tt seemed tonight that when the shift of 
400 men was made that but a gma.) part 
of the ruins had been rcomoved. 

It was estimated that with the speed 
with which the work is progressing, it will 
be at least a week before the pile will have 
been gone over, and it may be longer. 

All during the night artieles of more or 
less value were brought to the surface 
by the workmen’s shovels. Many of ilie 
things found are of no vaiue to anybocy, 
but they are taken just ag much care cf 
by the police as though they were wcerth 
their weight in gold.

Dr. Senn. of Chicago, who served 'n Cuba 
and Porto Rico, testified that the troops in 
Cuba lived laregly on canned roast beef 
and bacon. He had every reason to Lelicve 
that the canned beef was not roasted, Lut 
boiled, 

It was tasteless and certainly appeared to 
lack nutritious qualities, as was apparent 
from the condition of the men who return- 
ed from Cuba to Montauk—mnen who had 
never been ill, but were greatly emaciated. 
He believed that the meit was overdune— 
that there was some fault tn the process of 
preparation—that the process had not been 
perfected. The bacon was of good quality. 

He could say nothing about refrigerator 
beef, because he did not see anv of it fn 
Cuba or Porto Rico. He made no formal in- 
spection of the canned roast beef, but had 
eaten some of it and his state nents were 
based upon his own experience. 

In reply to General Davis, the witness 
stated that the meat as orepared Ly the 
packers, according to the testimony given, 
weuld not lose much of Ns nutrition on ac- 
count of being boiled in the cans. He saw 
mo evidence of the use of chemicilg in. the 
canned roast beef. He had heard of cases 
of ptomaine intoxication, but did not see 
any, Ptomaines would not develop ‘f. the 
meat were thoroughly sterflized and proper- 
ly sealed. When opened the meat should 
keep twenty-four hours. Tt would not be 
safe to eat it after that ime. 

Lieutenant Colonel A. W. Corltus, wno 
was attached to the Seventh infaniry in 
Cuba, festified that he was zhot on the Ist 


of July and knew nothing of condi‘ions 


there after that. 
“Up to that time,” he sald, ‘we ent a good 


deal of canned corned beef and carned roast 


beef, also Lacon in small quantities. ¢Com- 


plaints were received about the recast beef:

SHAYNE SHOT DOWN 
IN COLD BLOOD 


Prominent Chicago Politician Fatally 
Weunded by Harry Hammond. 


“SHOOTING IN CROWDED CAFE 


Shayne Was Seatei at Table with 
Hammond’s Divorced Wife. 


MURBERER © SURRENDERS AT ONCE 


Principals in the Affair Are Both 
Prominent and Wealthy Citi- 
zens of Chicago. 


Chicago, March 21.—John T. Shayne,.a 
wealthy furrier and a prominent demo- 
Cratic politician, was shot and probably 
fataily wounded today by Harry H. Ham- 
mond, a tailor. 

The shooting occurred in the cafe of the 
Auditorium Annex, where he was sitting at 
lunch with Mrs. Hammond, the divorced 
wife of Hammond, and two other ladies. 

The party had been seated for some tinge 
when Hammond walked into the cafe, 
stood for a few minutes and went out. 

In about ten minutes he returned and, 
étanding inside the door, deliberately pull- 
ed off his gloves and then walking quickly 
up to Shayne, who was siting with his 
back toward him, drew a revolver. 
Shayne attempted to rise, but stumbled 
over the legs of his chair and fell to the 
floor. As he was trying to rise Hammond 
fired a bullet into his back. Shayne fell 
under the talble and Hammond, pulling up 
the tablecloth, deliberately fired two more 
bullets into the helpless man. 

He then walked out into the office of the 
hotel, where he stood waiting the arrival 
‘of an officer. He was quickiy placed under 
arrest and taken to Harrison etreet station, 
where he declined to make any statement, 

Shayne, who is a widower, had been in 
company with Mrs. Hammond a great deal 
since her.divorce from Hammond and there 
was talk of an approaching marriage be- 
tween them. Tonight when it was thought 
that Shayne’s death was a certainty it 
was proposed that he should be married to 
Mrs. Hammond before his death. Later, 
however, the physicians declared that 
Shayne had a faint chance for his life and 
the proposed wedding was postponed, 

Mrs. Hammond secured a divorce from 
Hammond nearly a year ago on the ground 
of habitual drunkenness. No cause for the 
shooting is known unless it can be at- 
tributed to Hammond’s jealousy of his di- 
vorced wife. 

All three bullets struck Shayne in the 
back and it was at first the opinion of he 
cuctors that his death was inevitable in a 
Short time. Later, however, they declared 
tnat he had a chance if blood poisoning 
doés not set in.

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General Wheeler’s Statement. 

General Wheeler has, without much 
difficulty, disposed of the small but in- 
fluential cabal, which had for its pur- 
pose a desire to belittle his services 
at Santiago and compel his retirement 
from the army. 

Among the chief products of this late 
war are the various cabals, conspiracies 
and factions formed for the purpose of 
belittling meritorious men in order to 
secure the promotion and advancement 
of men whose merits are not s0 con- 
spiciiouws to the public. The fact that 
they flourish most vigorously in Wash- 
ington, and that some of them are fur- 
thered by the heads of departments is 
not at all creditable. The people of 
the country feel that the official atmo- 
sphere at Washington should be free 
from these disgusting attempts to smirenh 
the characters and reputations of good 


“men for the sole purpose of promoting 


the interests of other men. Whether 
an administration is republican or dem- 
ocratic, the people believe that it should 
keep its skirts clear of cliques and ca- 
bals. 

The effort to belittle General Wheleer 
is far from creditable to those repre- 
sentatives of the regular army who are 
said to be behind the attacks on General 

Whéeler. They have succeeded in bring- 
ing the charges against him without at- 
taching their names to them, but they 
are said to be very well known in Wash- 
ington. 

The main attack on General Wheeler 
is embodied in a volume written by Ste- 
phen Bonsal, a newspaper correspondent, 
but it is very clear that Bonsal has been 
prompted to make it by men on whose 
judgment and knowledge he thought he 
could rely. Whether this be true or not, 
General Wheeler, in the statement 
which has just been given to the public, 
completely disposes not only of the 
charges in the book, but of the more in- 
sidious attacks that have been anony- 
mously made. 

As a matter of fact, it was not at all 
necessary for General Wheeler to make 
any statement. The affair at Santiago 
and the part he took in it are a part of 
current history. The officers over him, 
and the officers and men under him. as 
well as the newspaper correspondents in 
their dispatches written at the time, all 
paid the highest tributes to his hero- 
ism, his tact, his tireless energy, and 
his successful management of that part 
of the campaign entrusted to his care. 
The truth is, General Wheeler was the 


moving spirit.of the little army that in- 
vested Santiago, and but for him, as is 
perfectly well known, the fall of that 
city would probably have been delayed 
untildisease had seriously decimated the 


ranks of our troops. 


It is perfectly well known, though 
General Wheeler minimizes the fact in 
his statement, that but for him the ad- 
vanced lines of our army at Santiago 


er finds repulsive he brings to the sur- 
face and stamps it upon the portrait. 

Well, in the midst of our provincial- 
ity, or, as the New England papers call 
it, “provincialism,” we had supposed 
that this fact did not need to be dis- 
covered or pointed out. We had seen 
not more than a half dozen reproduc- 
tions of these portraits in the maga- 
zines, but even in tiis medium of 
black and white the moral purpose of 
the painter ig so clearly and unmistak- 
ably shown that we supposed no one 
could mistake or forget it; and then 
there came to us a dim kind of wonder 
that some of the individuals who had 
sat before that firm and merciless brush 
—the Wertheimers and the Lodges— 
would permit these paintings, reeking 
with the inmost feature of their lives, 
to be exposed to the public gaze. 

The portrait of Mr. Wertheimer, for 
instance-—-we have seen only half-tone 
reproductions of the originai—will be 
placed side by side of the most famous 
masterpieces that have come down to 
us from the days when painters could 
afford to be true to the very highest 
purposes of their art; it will be placed 
there, and it will not suffer by compar- 
ison. The hand of man never painted 
@ portrait that more completely embod- 
ied the character, the mind, the feelings, 
the history of the subject. 

Boston is pleased to call it satire. 
Well, let it go at that. In describing re- 
sults that are incomparable, so far as 
modern portraiture goes, one word is as 
good; but satire is rarely ever true to 
life, seizing as it does on exaggerations. 
There is something in the “Mr. Wer- 
theimer” that is subtler than satire, for 
the portrait in its completeness isa con- 
tribution to that delicate humor which 
is neither wit nor incongruity, anda 
which may be enjoyed without laughter. 
The portrait, indeed, is a marvelous 
creation of character. The painter has 
done on canvas what only the very 
greatest writers have succeeded in doing 
in fiction, and has done it with more 
ease, With greater versatility, and, ow- 
ing to the medium, with far greater ef- 
fect. The man ig before you. You know 
him. The swaggering attitude, the in- 
solent, crafty smirk, the bold and cun- 
ning eye. His whole history, the spoils 
of hig success, the methods he has em- 
ployed are painted there; the painter 
has taken the moral measure of the man 
and his verdict is displayed on a can- 
vas, 

One feels that some day the original of 
the picture will discover the lesson to 
be read there, will feel the force of the 
verdict, and read and tear the work to 
tatters. Let us hope not, for it would be 
an irreparable loss to art. 

The Lodge portrait is in another vein 
certainly, but not less certainly does 
it tell itg story. With what delicacy 
is the character outlined! Here the ar- 
tist has to deal with long generations 
of somber traits, and a culture that 
is pinched by arrogance. Here, too, 
is unsatisfied ambition hand-in-hand 
with the “holier-than-thou” creed of the 
Puritan. It is, indeed, a distinction to 
be painted by Sargent, but those who do 
not want their inner character exhibited 
to the public eye should remain out of 
reach of that remarkable brush and the 
inflexible hand that wields it. 


we have geen reproduced—the genius of 
the painter has a harder task get before 
it. He must discover from the features 
of,the child the nature of its environ- 
ment, and whether accessories are a 
parrot in a@ cage or a spaniel, you know 
at once in what sort of an atmosphere 
the face of the child found and kept its 
wistful look. Edgar Saltus says flip- 
pantly in one of his causeries, that no 
poverty is more to be pitied than that of 
an autocrat. With this seeming para- 
dox ringing in your ears, look at Sar- 
gent’s portrait of the Goelet child, and 
discover how true an apparent paradox 
can be, 

However, we have no intention of 
competing with those famous art-critics 
of the east who will be ready to smile 
at our “provincialism.” It is our inten- 
tion simply to congratulate Boston on 
the fact that it has found in these mar- 
velous portraits by Sargent something 
more*than an elegant arrangement of 
colors, and something more than faith- 
ful’ likenesses. Of course, if Boston 
insists that this discovery is a disposi- 
tion on the part of ‘Mr. Sargent to be 
satirical, we shall enter no serioug pro- 
tests; but we shall insist that the ar- 
tist gives us a piece of his auto-biography 
in every stroke of his brush. He tells 
us how he despises the mere show and 
glitter swf wealth, how he hates the 
shams of both art and society, and how 
thoroughly he sympathizes with the 
forlornness of the children of the very 
rich. He informs us how indignant he 
becomes when brought face to face with 
sham culture, and the narrow prejudices 
which it begets. 

In short, we find Mr. Sargent, in his 
pictures, to be all sorts of a good fellow, 
and we'd like mightily to have a long 
talk with him over a boWl of pot liquor 
and dumplins.

Extending the National Quarantine. 
' The reported negotiation of the city of 
Savannah for the extension of the na- 
tioffal quarantine to that point is a wel- 
come sign. 3 

When the comfort and commerce of 
millions of people are at stake it should 
not be left within the power of isolated 
communities to set all in confusion and 
to institute a reign of terror. The day 
ef the local shotgun quarantine has 
gone by, and the time has come for our 
people to act upon common sense prin- 
ciples. As hag been stated by Surgeon 
General Wyman, the people of the south- 
ern states have only themselves to blame 
for the habit which has grown up of de- 
scribing a case of yellow fever as exist- 
ing in “the south.” As long as this 
wholesale branding of an immense coun- 
try with infection continues, so long 
will every part of the southern states 
be under suspicion. 

The remedy is in the universal accept- 
ance of the principle of national quar- 
antine. Let doctors dispute as they 
may, there is no denying the fact that 
yellow fever is always imported into this 
country from across the water. This is a 
domain which can be policed only by 
the general government, which patrols 
the high seas and holds the keys to all 
the ports. Having undoubted control 
of the initial work upon the sea and in 
the harbors, the federal authority should 
be permitted to pursue the subject in- 


land. 


Help the Children. 

An appeal elsewhere, from a colored 
woman in behalf of the children, is but 
cumulative of demands for some bet- 
ter work. 

The burning shame of converting our 
penal establishments into schools for 
crime forbids defense or extenuation. 
There are positive duties which devolve 
upon states as upon individuals, to be 
just before they are generous. We must 
punish the guilty, it is true, but we 
must train up the youth of our land to 
be fitted for the duties of maturity as 
well. It must be with a heart full of 
protest that any judge can bring himself 
to the duty of sentencing a child to the 
association of desperate criminals. 
Judges have made protests against It, 
oftentimes by taking the extra-judicial 
authority to summon in the parent and 
punish the child upon condition of with- 
drawal of suit. 

Georgia has not even made a begin- 
ning yet in the right direction. The 
provision in our new penal law will 
prove to be the veriest sham. We must 
get at. the issue straight, and separate 
juvenility from crime; not only separate 
the classes; but have them under such 
different management that their work 
can never be confused. 

The reform must come.

Some time ago one of the directors of 
the glucose trust, which belongs to the 
family of “industrials,” gave to a re- 
porter an idea of the methods employed 
by his concern. He said: 

There is not at this time a bushel of corn 


being ground by any concern except .those 
of our company.

able. We are now operating them at a 
profit.

It is better to 
be moderate and earn $2,000,000 a year for 
ten years, which would be $20,000,000 in 
profits against a loss of $10,000,000 the other 
way. 

We did for.a short time make the mis- 
take in the beginning of putting the price 
too high, but it did not last long. We 
have abolished the rebate system and are 
doing a straight, clean business on the 
merits of our product and price, and, best 
of all, we have on this basis cleaned up all 
competitors. 

“Best of all, We have on this basis 
cleaned up all competitors!” This re- 
sult, therefore, is better than profits, 
better than any other kind of success, 
this cleaning up of competitors. That

What brought about the lynching? 

For more than a decade the town has 
been negro-ridden, lt seems that ail the 
worvnless negroes, all the vagabonds, ai) 
the desperadoes of the race in tne adjoining 
districts and counties have made Palmetto 
tneir headquarters.

parties. All the white people knew cf the 
facts.

created by the Methodist clergy among the 
negroes against the whites is, first, the 
great causé of arson, mob law and other 
disorders; second, the best citizens of this 
community have reason to believe that 
three-fourths of the negroes ‘know all 
about the fire, who did it and for whaéa 
cause; third, it is known ‘here that .both 
fires were talked of by the negroes four or 
five days Dbefore they occurred. We have 
conclusive and rellable proof of this. 
Fourth, we believe from evidence lately 
discovered that the negro has a common 
law among them which is observed by 
the oldest and early inculcated in the 
young that “‘thou shalt not witness against 
thine own color.” This law is observed by 
colored church members as generally as 
among non-church members. 

Ninety per cent of the negroes reveal 
their prejudice against the whites and their 
indifference to the law and order. Ten per 
cent show a desire for better citizenship, 
have no prejudice and try to uphold law 
and order. But the lawless element intimi- 
date the good negroes (as they have at the 
muzzle of guns in our case) and they are 
afraid to speak where the other olass will 
hear them. 

Fifth, this community is laboring under 
this condition today and the 9 per cent 
of negroes are responsible for the mob 
and their ‘blood is on their hands and those 
who teach them. 

Be it known to Dr, Thirkield that the 
white people who, by force of circum- 
Stances, are the neighbors of the negroes, 
are shorn of all power to Improve this 
condition and their influence is paralyzed 
by the teachers mentioned. Such teachers 
as are sent to them and such malicious 
and misleading statements as Dr. Thirkield 
makes in his letter but intensify the hatred 
against alll white men and brings grave 
apprehension of what may follow next.

“Dr, Divine was a great friend of ours, 
and often came here to assist in and watch 
operations.

day, and asked him to be with us. He 
came down during the early part of the 
morning, an@ was in the operating room 
until 12 o’clock watching the operation. 
At 12 o’clock he went up town and return- 
ed to take dinner with us, as he often did. 
We had dinner here in the institute 
together, and Dr. Divine was in excellent 
spirits. 

“After dinner we came down into the 
office and I gave him a cigar and we 
talked awhile.

i versation he tol@8 mevhat he had been to 
' a meeting of the confederate veterans the 
night before, but that he felt nervous and 
j had left. He said that he had been smok- 
ing a g00d many cigars lately, and that 
he did not know whether that or the meet- 
ing caused his nervous state. 
‘First Felt a Pain. 

“About half past two we had another 
operation to perform, and he said he 
would like to assist. When we went to the 
operating room he asked that he be allowed 
to perform the operation, which he knew 
he was welcome to do. The operation 
completed, he was taking the necessary 
stitches to complete the work when the 
attack came.”’

From the moment that he completed 
his academic course he determined to tal«c 
a thorough course in medicine, and his de- 
termination was carried out. He studied 
medicine at the Louisville Medical cvllege 
first, and afterwards, in the year, 1856, 
graduated in New York. He was a pupil cf 
the celebrated Dr. C. B. Isaacs, who at 
that time was one of the greatest anaton- 
omists living. He first practiced his pro- 
fession in his old home, Sharon, Mis3., end 
continued there until the beginning of the 
war, when he entered the confederate ser- | 
vice as a surgeon.

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Henry R. Powers, one of Atlanta’s most 
Prominent and highly esteemed citizens, 
lies critically ill at his home, 22 Houston 
Street, and grave fears for hig recovery are 
entertained by his physicians and family. 

At an early hour in the day yesterday 
his attending physicians thought that it 
would not be possible for him to live 
through the night, but at 7 o’clock his 
condition changed materially for the bet- 
ter, and at a late hour last night he was 
resting easy and was able to converse with 
his friends and his wife and daughter, who 
were constanfly at his bedside. 

For the past three years Mr. Powers has 
been in steadily declining health. In June 
of 1896 his physicians decided that a sur- 
gical operation was the only thing that 
could possibly prolong his life. The op- 
eration, an exceedingly delicate one, was

performed and Mr. Powers rallied tempo- 
rarily from the shock, but his condition 
was not materially improved. In Septem- 
ber, 1898, a second operation was deemed 
necessary and the patient went to tlte Johns 
Hopkins hospital in Baltimore. Since his 
return, some five months ago, his condi- 
tion has been critical, the second operation 
producing little or no benefit. For the past 
five months he has remained constantly 
at his home and has borne his great suffer- 
ing with Christian fortitude and submis- 
sion. Nine weeks*ago Mr. Powers was 
compelled to take his bed and since that 
time all hope of his eventual recovery has 
been given up. 

Yesterday morning he began to. sink 
rapidly and Drs. Earnest and Hoke, his 
attending physicians, were fearful that the 
end was at hand. 

A Prominent Citizen. 


Henry R. Powers is one of Atlanta’s 
most prominent pioneer citizens. H's seri- 
ous illness will cause profound sorrow 
among a wide circle of friends. For years 
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Mr. Powers has been conspicuous in every 
movement looking to the upbuilding of the 
city, and where the good of Atlanta was 
at stake he was ever ready to devote his 
time and means. 

Mr. Powers was born in Marianna, F).., 
February 13, 184. H's father, William 
Powers, was a native of Essex, Conn., and 
was a descendent of one of thse oldest 
families in New England His mother was 
Miss Marie Manning, of Alabama. In 1862 
Mr. Powers accompanied his father to At- 
lanta. In 1863, a beardless youth of seven- 
teen, he entered the confederate army. He 
was a member of company B, Fifteenth 
cavalry, in the department of the gulf, and 
served under Captain R. L. Smith. Most 
of the time he was stationed near Mobile, 
where he saw active service in several en- 
gagements, in each of which he distin- 
guished himself for bravery on the field. 

At the close of the.war he returned to 
‘Atlanta and became a*member of the firm 
of Powers & Sons in the wholesale and re- 
tail grocery business. In 1872 he withdrew 
from the firm and embarked in business for 
himself. Four years later he retired from 
the grocery business altogether and up to 
1897 was a successful private banker and 
real estate dealer. In August, 1897, he or- 
ganized the Atlar§a Real Estate exchange, 
which business he continued to success- 
fully manage until declining health com- 
pelled him to retire to the seclusion of 
his home. " 

In 1871 Mr. Powers married Miss Cora 
Herring, of Georgetown, Ky. His married 
life has been fraught with ideal happiness. 
He leaves two chiitldren—Mrs. Carrie P. 
Elliott and James R. Powers. With the 
exception of his immediate family, Mr. 
Powers's only relatives in Atlhanta are 
Mrs. A. P. Stewart and Alonzo Manning, 
both first cousins. 

Mr. Powers is a prominent member of 
the Confederate Veterans’ Association and 
was conspicuous among the local reception 
committee of the recent annual reunion in 
Atlanta.

Comptroller Issues Instructions fo | 


County Tax Receivers, 


DAY OF RETURN 1S CHANGED 


Tay Payer Must Swear to Amount of 
Property Owned February Ist. 


OATH PERSONALLY ADMINISTERED 


City Property Must Be Returned Ac- 
cording to the Street Numbers. 
Stocks and Bonds Taxable

A most important change has been made 
in the instructions, to tax receivers just 
issued from the office of Comptroller Gen- 
eral Wright. The day for making returns 
has been placed on the ist of February. 
Those who take the oath to give in their 
property after the tax receiver’s books open 
on April ist will be required to swear to 
the amount of property they held on Feb- 
ruary ist, instead of March Ist, as here- 
tofore. 

It is said to be the custom of many per- 
sons in the state who have a vast amount 
of their property in persnal goods of dispos- 
ing of much or it, or sending a large quan- 
tity of the stocks and bonds which they 
possess out of the state on or about the 
time of the day set for the tax returns to 
be sworn to, and in this way much of the 
personal property in the state escapes tax- 
ation. 

Governor Candler, Comptroller Wright 
and Treasurer Speer, in order to remedy 
this as far as possible, have changed the 
date and placed it a month sooner than 
heretofore, so that when the tax receivers 
swear the property owner when he comes 
to give in his property for taxation the 
latter must give it in at the value of it 
and the amount he owned on February Ist. 

This change was decided upon on March 
6th. and will create a sensation when it is 
known all over the state. The change will 
apply to a large number of. persons in At- 
lanta, and it is expected it will bring into 
the state a much greater income than has 
been received in the past. The change in 
date makes the time for swearing to the 
value and amount of property owned 
in making Fulton ccunty returns the same 
as that for the city returns. Heretofore it 
has been a month later. 

The order changing the day is as fol- 
lows: 

Date of Return Changed. 

‘Atlanta, Ga., March 6, 1899.Whereas, the 
*ereral tax act, approved December 22, 
1898, requires the governor, the comptroller 
general and the state treasurer to fix a 
day between January ist and April Ist 
of éach of the years 1899 and 100 as a day 
for making returns of taxes, which day 
shall not be fixed until March Ist of each 
of the years mentioned (as provided by the 
act approved December 20, 1893); 

‘It is, therefore, ordered, That the Ist 
day of February, 1899, be, and the same 
is, hereby fixed and designated as the day 
for making returns of taxes for the year 
1899, hereby requiring the values of all 
property owned and possessed on that day 
to be the basis of said tax returns. 

“Witness our official signatures this the 
6th day of March, 1899, 

“A. I. CANDLER, Governor. 

“WM. A. WRIGHT, Comp. Gen. 

“W. J. SPEDR, State Tredasurer.’’ 
The instructions from the comptroller to 

the tax receivers on this point says: 

“Your attention is especially called to 
section 20 of the tax act of 1898, changing 
the date on which valuation shall be made 
of property subject to taxation in this 
state. 

“The law formerly required all property 
held on the Ist day of March returned for 
taxation, 

“This has been amended so that all 
property held on the ist day of February 
shall be returned at its market value. 

“Be careful to inform each taxpayer of 
this change in order that he may make 
his return conform to the requirements of 
the law. 

“You are made the judges of the cor- 
rectness of each tax return, and, therefore, 
should examine them very carefully before 
accepting them.’’ 

Oath Administered in Person. 

Another and the most radical change in 
the manner of giving tax returns was made 
by the legislature at the last session. In 
the general tax act it is provided that the 
tax receiver, or some one in the presence 
of the tax .receiver, must administer the 
oath in person to everyone who wishes to 
make his return. Upon the failure of the 
tax receiver to do this he is guilty*of a 
misdemeanor, and any persons giving in- 
formation of a failure.on the part of the 
tax receiver to administer the oath shall 
receive a half of the $10 which is taken 
from the commissions of the tax receiver 
for such omission, and theeother half goes

MUCH INTEREST WAS AROUSED 


Meetings Have Been Very Successful 
and Representatives Are Pleased. 


Had Intended To Talk on Divine Heal- 
ing, but Dr. Stradley Asked Him 
To Change the Subject. r 


The series of meetings which have been 
conducted in Trinity church for three days 
came to a close last night with a talk from 
Dr. Henry Wilson, of New York. He 
preached on the need of missionaries in 
the heathen countries, and especially in 
China, and told some interesting things 
about the Zionist movement, which, he 
said, is increasing yearly among the Jews 
of the entire world. 

The meetings which the representatives 
of the Christian and Missionary Alliance 
have been conducting have proved: very 
successful. This is the second time the 
meetings have been held in Atlanta and 
the attendance of the meetings just closed 
over that of the meetings conducted in 
previous years has been very great. Trin- 
ity church has been kept warm and com- 
fortable and the congregations which 
heard the distinguished lecturers and min- 
isters have been entertained by the doc- 
trines they taught. 

The question of divine healing, which 
is the predominating idea of the religion 
inculeated by the Christian and Missionary 
Alliance, is a new one, and the interesting 
facts told by the preachers were listened 
to with much attention. 

The missionary feature of the work of 
-the new sect is a very important one and 
great work has been accomplished by the 
efforts of these people. In public ad- 
dresses they lay great stress on the mis- 
‘ sionary work now being done. 

Dr. Henry Wilson had arranged to de- 
viate from the questions of missions and 


talk upon divine healing at the service 
yesterday morning, when he was asked by 
Dr. W. B. Stradley, pastor of Trinity 
church, not to do so, as he did not think 
it was a proper subject and that the doc- 
trine was not one that should be taught. 

Dr. Wilson, while surprised at the re- 
quest, changed his subject and choose a 
more congenia] theme for his talk, 

Dr. Stradley stated that he had allowed 
the alliance to use the church with no 
restrictions, but that he thought the doc- 
trine of divine healing was one that, if 
taught, was likely to be misused.” 

Dr. Wilson delivered an imteresting ad- 
dress at the morning service on the good 
that every one should think of his neigh- 
bor, and how much easier and better peo- 
ple would get along if they would be more 
charitable in their thoughts and words 
toward each other. 

He cited interesting experiences to ex- 
plain his meaning, and his interesting sto- 
ries added much to his discourse, 

At the afternoon service Dr. Simpson 
and Dr. Wilson each made a talk on the 
Holy Spirit. 

At the evening service Dr. Wilson con- 
ducted the service and was assisted by 
Dr. Simpson. 

The meetings which have just closed 
have done much, it is said, to build up 
a sect of the Christian and Missionary 
Alliance in this clty, and the original mem- 
bers here say many converts in divine heal- 
ing have been made within the past few 
days. Many of the leading members of 
the differant churches of the city have at- 
tended the services regularly and consid- 
erable enthusiasm has been aroused,

will have to be lengthened, although this 
is not: provided for in the general act. 
Property Returned in Number. 
Another provision that is of some import- 
as follows: 
ne Sodas each taxpayer who returns city 
or town lots, improved or tnimproved, to 
return them by number and street in .order 
that you may know that all such property 
held by the taxpayer is included in his re- 
turn. I am satisfied that heretofore much 
of this class of property has escaped tax- 
ation, and 

“1 shall expect a large increase in the 
value of city and town real estate if these 
instructions are carried out.”’ 

City and Town Property. 

Regarding the returning of the city and 
town property, the instructions say that 
it often happens that when the property 
owners make their returns to the county 
it is often less than that amount returned 
to the city. The instructions say: 

“There is a very just complaint against 
the custom or practice of taxpayers return- 
ing this class of property to the receiver 
of tax returns for the state and county, 
at a very much lower valuation than the 
same property is returned to the corporate 
authorities for taxation, It must be mani- 
fest to everyone that property is worth 
as much when returned for taxation to the 
state and county as when returned to 
taxed by the cities. Look closely to the 
returns of this species of property and en- 
deavor to correct this evil.”’ 

Taxes on Stocks and Bonds. 


Under the head of stocks, bonds, notes, 
accounts, judgments, mortgages, liens, etc., 
the instructions state that the tax re- 
ceivers should be vigilant in having the 
returns made on this class of property. 
The tux act of 1898 says that al! such 
property as mentioned is taxable, It also 
says that the stock of insurance, tele- 
graph, express and telephone companies is 
taxable for state and county tax owned 
or held by citizens of this state whether 
in or out of the state. 

This is the question which has for some 
time been discussed by the county boara. 
The instructions state that the owners 
of the shares of stock are to be taxed, but 
does not state that the compamy as a 
corporation 1s taxable for the stock. The 
questions to which the owners of the 
stock will swear are as follows: 

*“‘How many shares of stock did you own 
on the day fixed for the return of property 
for taxation issued by corporations located 
without this state? 

“What was the gross 
thereor? 
hy hat was the fair market value there- 
of? 
“How many shares of stock ;did you 
own on the day fixed for the return of 
property for taxation issued by corpora- 
tions within this state, the capital stock 
of which or the property of which is not 
er by such corporations for taxu- 

on? 

ee was the gross par value there- 
of? 
ne was the fair market value there- 
of?’’

Explicit Instructions. 


The following significant sentences are 
embodied in the instructions regarding the 
returns of' stocks and bonds: 

“This class of property in isolated cases 
is seldom ever returned by the owners 
thereof for taxation. It has become a very 
considerable item of the wealth of the 
State, but has not been returned for taxa- 
tion; notes, accounts, judgments and 
other liens, unless solvent, have not been 
taxed, but, by reference to section 16 of the 
tax act of 1898, it will be observed that all 
Such property is subject to taxation by the 
State and county, whether solvent or par- 
tially solvent, neld by the taxpayer in 
Georgia or held by some other person for 
him, either in or out of this state. 

“The shares of stock of insurance, tele- 
graph, express and telephone companies, 
owned or held by citizens of this state, 
whether held in or out of Georgig, are 
subject to state and county taxation; and 
like all other property should be returned 
to you at their market value. By crefer- 
ence to section 16 of the tax act marked 
act A, in those instructions, you will find 
the law, beginning with the 30th and end- 
ing with the 35th quest.on, which requires 
the stock of these corporations to be re- 
turned to you by the individual owners. 

“Bonds of this state and of the United 
States are not taxable, but from this fact 
a great many persons are under the im- 
pression that bonds of every charac<er are 
exempt. This is not true. With the ex- 
ception of such bonds mentioned above, 
ali bonds issued by other states, bonds of 
cities, count:es and other corporations, and 
owned by citizens of this state, are taxa- 
ble at their full market value. I desire 
to call your attention to a recent act of 
congress which permits the taxation by 
the states and territories of United States 
treasury notes, commonly called green- 
backs, and gold and silver certificates, and 
instruct you to require all such held by 
the taxpayers of Georgia to be returned 
for taxation; no matter whether held by 
them or deposited in bank, all money is 
now subject to taxation. A great many 
merchants and other citizens of this state 
borrow money on bonds, notes and other 
evidences of debts owned by them and 
have deposited such bonds, notes, etc., as 
collateral security with the persons from 
whom they have made such loan, and 
think that said notes, bonds, etce., being 
out of their hands on February ist, that 
such property should not be returned by 
them; this is not true; the ownership of 
such property does not depart from the 
person so depositing by reason of his hav- 
ing borrowed money on same as collateral, 
but is still vested in the borrower, and he 
must return them. (See section 776, code.)’’ 

Tax Payers’ Oath. 

The following is the oath which the tax 
receiver must administer in person to 
every taxpayer when he presents himself 
to make his tax returns: 

“T do solemnly swear that I have care- 
fully read (or have heard read) and have 
duly considered the questions propounded 
in the foregoing tax list, and that the 
value placed by me on the property re- 
turned, as shown by said list, is at the 
true market value thereof; and I further 
swear that I returned, for the purpose of 


being taxed thereon, every species of prop-. 


erty that I own in my own right, or have 
control of, either as agent, executor, ad- 
ministrator, or otherwise, and that in 
making said return, for the purpose of 
being taxed thereon, I have not attempted, 
either by’transferring my property to an- 
other, or by any other means, sought to 
evade the laws governing taxation in this 
state. I do further swear that in meking 
saiq returns I have done so by estimating 


the true worth and value of every Species 


of property contained therein.’’

Small Concessions by Both Sides Wil

THE ROADS WILL EXCAVATE STREETS 


And the City Will Be Expected To As- 
sume Liability for Damages to 
the Abutting. Property—The 
State Commission To 
Meet Friday.

The city council committee which has the 
new depot matter under’ consideration 
meets this afternoon to consider the condi- 
tion named by the roads. | 

On Friday, the state railroad commission 
meets to hear what progress has been 
made by the city and the roads. As yet 
no agreement has been reached, but as has 
been stated in The Constitution, the dif- 
ference between what the roads want, and 
what the city does not want, is not so 
great but that an understanding could be 
reached. 

If the city yields a few inches in the 
matter of clearance at the Whitehall street 
crossing, and even three inches in the 
maximum depression, the roads will prob- 
ably yield a few feet in their starting 
point. They do not wish to begin elevat- 
ing their tracks west of the Forsyth street 
bridge, but would probably go thirty or 
forty feet. A clearance of ten feet, eight 
or nine inches, and a depression of the 
crossing five feet three inches would ena- 
ble the roads to start about thirty feet 
west of Forsyth street bridge, and not ex- 
ceed a one per cent grade. 

The roads will agree to do the excavat- 
ing of the streets if the city will assume 
the liability to the property owners. The 
roads believe that the city can settle with 
property owners for mv: less than they 
could. As the roads w... have considera- 
ble excavating to do anyway, the expense 
to them of cutting down the street would 
not be heavy. 

If the roads and@ the city can agree about 
the grade and the Whitehall street cross- 
ing, a,definite statement of progress made 
can “be submitted toe the. commission. at 
Friday’s meeting. 

The next step will be to make terms with 
the state of Georgia. State officials are 
anxious to keep the station ou the state’s 
property. .If some of, the roads were to 
withdraw from the station, the state’s 
terminal would be injured. This being 
true, it is believed that the state will con- 
sent to make a new lease for the depot 
site, and the approaches thereto, giving the 
roads a lease for a long term of years at 
a reasonable rental. Otherwise they will 
not invest their money in a new and ex- 
pensive station. 

The prospect for a new street being 
opened on the south side of the railway 
tracks from Pryor ao Whitenall, suits 
' gome of the property owners on Alabama 
street whose lots run through to the 
tracks. Alabama street has been losing 
its wholesale trade for the past three 
years. This is generally attributed to the 
increased rents. The wholesale grocery 
and provision houses have been scactering. 
The opening of a new street along the 
tracks wouid enable the property owners 
to put in new fronts, ana their buildings 
would rent for more than ever. Some say 
they would get tour times as much money 
out of their buildings as they have been 


receiving. : 

If a new station is built on the present 
site, it is‘ conceded by all that there will 
be no more grade crossings. The only 
way to reach tne block between Pryor and 
Whitehall will be by elevated tracks, un- 
loading into the second story. This is 
not generally desired, and sentiment seems 
to be in favor of opening the new street, 
and making the block a retail block.

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W. H. HARRISON CLAIMS THAT 


COOPER’S HISTORY DOES 
‘NOT DO THE SOUTH JUSTICE 


At the regular meeting of Atlanta Camp 
Confederate Veterans at the state capitol 
Monday night, Captain W. H. Harrison 
Tread an exceedingly interesting paper S¢€- 
verely criticising a history of the United 
States recently compiled by Professors 
Cooper, Estill and Lemon, of Texas, in 
that it does not do the southern people 
justice in its accounts of the civil war. 
Captain Harrison brought forward many 
facts to show where the compilation was 
deficient, and claimed that it was not a fit 
publication for use in the public schools 
of the country. The veterans were #80 
pleased with the paper that they unani- 
mously passed a resolution asking the daily 
papers to print it in full. The Constitu- 
tion, therefore, gives the paper in its en- 
tirety as follows: : 

“Atlanta, Ga., March 20, 1898.—Command- 
er and Comrades of Atlanta Camp, No. 159, 
United Confederate Veterans: At the last 
meeting of the camp I was appointed to 
prepare and submit a written criticism of 
the schdol history recently written by 
Professors Cooper, Estill and Lemon, of 
Texas, and published by Ginn & Co., of Bos- 
ton, Mass. 

“This book bears the title, ‘The History 
of Our Country.’ It has been favorably 
received in many sections of the south 
and is perhaps, in some respects, the fair- 
est written since the civil war. It was 
got out, I presume, to meet the demand 
for a school history which did not abuse 
and misrepresent the south, as all histo- 
ries emanating from northern sources up 
to this late date have done. The Cooper 
history is fairer, and, therefore, better, 
than the so-called histories written by men 
whose minds have been filled with preju- 
dice and hatred toward this section. 

“But there are very many serious omis- 
sions and shortcomings in this book; 
enough to condemn it as unworthy to be 
used in the schools of the country. In 
obedience to the wWuty assigned me by 
the camp, I respectfully call attention to 
some of these defects that they may not 
be allowed to pass as history wunchal- 
lenged. 

“My attention has been drawn to many 
errors in that part of the book devoted 
to the settlement of the colonies and the 
early history of thé state; but I shall re- , 
strict my (criticism to the part which 
seeks to tell of the civil war between 
the states, because the absolute truth of 
that great struggle should be insisted upcn 
iby every southern community, by every 
southern student, by every southern pareni, 
by every southern soldier. 

“While it is not to be expected that in 
a 00-page history ail the details of the 
principal events should be given, yet if 
future generations are to know the truth, 
no important historical fact should be en- 
tirely omitted and ignored. To show how 
incomplete this book is, I will enumerate 
some of the serious omisslons and notice 
some erroneous statements: 

‘1. The battle of Ball’s Bluff, Va., wha-re 
General N. G. Evans’s command routed and 
destroyed a body of federals under Colonel 
‘Baker, killing and wounding upward of 
1,000 men, is not mentioned. 


‘9 No mention is made of General Lee's i 


West Virginia campaign, where he was 
overwhelmed by. McCilellan.and Rosecrans. 
“3 The engagement between the Virginia 
(the olé@ Merrimac) and the Monitor is not 
correctly stated, and Cooper’s account 


gives credit to the Moniter-of having car- 


ried off the honors of the battle, whereas 
it took refuge in the shallow’ waters under | 
cover of Fortress Monroe and declined to 
renew the engagement with the Virginia. 

“4. The battle of Drewry’s Bluff, in May, 
1862, where a small force of sailors and 
artillerymen repulsed the federal fleet of 
ironclads and gunboats, is not mentioned. 
But for this defense in all probability 
Richmond would have fallen then. 

‘5. The account given of the second bat- 
tle of Manassas omits the assaults made 
upon Jackson’s corps during the 2th end 
29th days of August, 1862* and the repulse 
by his command of Pope’s army aided by 
Porter’s corps of McClelland’s army, be- 
fore General Lee arrived with Longstreei’s 
corps and helped Jackson to drive them 
back toward Washington panic-stricken. 

“6. The engagement at Chantilly, near 
Fairfax. courthouse, on September 1, 1802, 
where A. P. Hill and Jackson destroyed a 
division of McClellan’s army which me 


| ventured to follow: the confederates from 


Sharpsburg, Md., is not mentioned. 

“8. The battle of Fredericksburg, V42., 
December 13, 1862, is only given ten lines, 
and Cooper’s history leaves the impression 
that the confederates were strongly in- 
trenched all along their line. The facts 
are the entire right wing of Lee’s army 
fought without breastworks or intrench- 
ments of any kind, the artillery going into 
action ‘out in the open’ and the infantry 
doing the same. Barkdale’s Mississippians, 4 
who fought ali day in the streets of the 
town against ten times their numbers, cre 
not mentioned, nor is the bombardment 
of the city filled with women and children 
noted. 

“9. No mention is made of General Fcr- 
rest’s brilliant battle at Murfreesboro, 
Tenn., June, 1862, when he captured the 
1,500 federals under Crittenden, nor of For- 
rest's capture of General Strait and his 
raiders near Rome, Ga., in 1863. 

‘10. General John Morgan’s great raid 
through Kentucky, Indiana and Ohio is 
given only three lines in a foot note. His 
death subsequently is not mentioned.

No mention is made of the many bat- 
tles between Sheridan and Stuart's cavalry 
commands in May, ] and the death of 
Stuart, the ranking cer of the confed- 
erate cavalry, is not deemed worthy of a 
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mentioned by these sowthern historians. 
What kind of a history of the civil war is 
it which makes no note of such as I have 
named? Of course minor engagements and 
movements could not be chronicled in a 
small volume, but to omit all these facts 
renders the book absolutely worthless as a 
histcry. To bave menttoned them properly 
would not have taken more than forty ad- 
ditional pages in the boo They could, 
with equal propriety, have left out one- 
half of what they have printed. 


The Seven Days Battle. 


The Cooper history disposes of General 
Lee's first great campaign as Ss: 

‘*‘When McClellan found that he could 
not expect to be re-enforced by McDowell 
he began to char ge his base from the York 
to the James river. Lee to attack 
on the 26th of June and for seven daye the 
fighting was incessant. The confederates 
won a series of victories at Mechanicsville, 
Gaines’ Mill, Savage Nation, Frazer's Farm 
and White Oak p, and they were re- 
yas with heavy loss at Malvern Hill. 

cClellen finally reached the protection of 
his gui-boats on the James river and began 
elbtg rey his discomiforted forces. His 

ré recalled to Washington, and 
the so-called Peninsu 
failure. nsular campaign ended in 

This statement is inaccurate and mis- 
leading because it does: not give General 
Lee credit for having planned the attack 
on McClellan weeks before it took place. 
The only inference which can be. drawn 
from the first sentence above quoted is 
that McClellan planned to move to the 
Jeres river end that Lee made the Aitack 
when the movement began and le the 
federals were in motion. As early as June 
lith, preceding the first battle, General Lee, 
in an order to General Jackson, used the 
fcliowing words: 

ve your enfeebled troops to watch 
the country (meaning the Shenandoah val- 
ley) and guard the passes covered by your 
Cavairy and artillery, and with your main 
body, including BEweil’s division’ and Law- 
ton and Whiting’s commands, move rapid- 
ly to Ashland by rail or otherwise and 
sweep down between the Chickahominy and 
Pemunky, cuttin up the enemy’s communi- 
cation, etc., while this army attacks Mc- 
Clellan in front.’ 

‘McClellan was industriously engaged in 
a siege of Richmond by gradual approaches 
and haf no thought of abandoning his ad- 
vanced position, and was being urged from 
Washington to capture the confederate cap- 
ital and end the war. The steeples of the 
city could be seen from his line and the 
sound of the church bells reached the ears 
of his ° . Hig oe yp = i PE omg was

rapid advance of Jackson’s corps in pe Ama 
Ing out the order from General Lee. It 
was made thurriedly and at great loss in 
men, artillery and supplies, with Jackson, 
Ewell, Hood, the two Hills and Longstreet 
carrying his fortified positions in rapid suc- 
cession. This was a most brilliantly plan- 
ned campaign, daringly executed, and his- 
torlans, whether northern or southern writ- 
ers, should frankly accord to General Loe, 
the greatest American soldier, and his army 
due need of praise ‘for driving back 120,000 
splendidly organized and strongly ted 
nega gs assaulting forces numbering 
| alf as many a . 
print BB y as McClellan com 

“These Texas authors also omit from the 
list of engagements during those memorable 
seven days that at Cold Harbor, a field 
made glorious indeed by Hood’s Texans, 
Lawton’s Georgians and other commands. 


Lee Versus Grant. 


“In relating the campaign in 1864 betw 

Lee and Grant, this history states: re 

On May 5th, 6th and 7th the bloody bat- 
tles in the Wilderress were fought. Grant 
continued to force Slowly back by 
sending troops around his flank.’ 

This statement is also misleading and in- 
accurate. Grant’s column never crossed 
Lee’s lines in going from the Rappahannock 
to the James. Repeated assaults were 
made in the efforts to drive Lee’s lines back, 
but they were never more than momenta- 
rily Successful. At Spéttsylvania court- 
house, possibly one-half mile of the wonfed- 
erate liné was ‘held by the federals for one 
day and one night, but reported to the 
Washington authorities that “‘the resistance 
here was so stubborn that nothing was 
gained,’ and under cover of darkness his 
troops were withdrawn. 

‘Lee was never flanked on that campaign. 
His line of march was practically parallel 
to’ the one upon. which Grant moved. He 
anticipated every move ‘that Grant made, 
headed thim off and by hovering close to nis 
lines of march forced him to .he enst of 
Richmond, and when his overwhelming de- 
feat at second Cold Harbor demonstrated 
his inability to reach the city, or :o whip 
Lee with his 140,000 men, Grant ‘changed his 
base’ to the James, a point he could rave 
reached without the loss of a man or the 
firing of a gun, for as weak a general as 
Benjamin F, Butler had already dune so. 
Lee’s generalship in that campaign has 
never been surpassed in any war, in any 
land. With 60,000 men he boldly assailed 
140,000 and in less than thirty dave killed, 
wounded and captured more of Grant’s 
army than he had men in his own, and 
forced his enemy to seek the. protection of 
his gunboats on the James and finally to 
settle down to a protracted siege. Such a 
campaign deserves more than twenty-two 
lines, even in. a school history, and no line 
should misrepresent the facts, as do those 
[ have quoted. 


Butler’s Movement. 


‘“Coopen devotes six lines to Butler’s ef- 
fort © capture Petersburg. He says: ‘But- 
ler landed below Petersburg, on the penin- 
sula formed by the James and the Appo- 
mattox rivers. Beauregard erected fortifi- 
cations across the peninsula and thus ef- 
fectually “bottled up’’ Butler at Bermuda 
Hundreds.’ 

“To have been entirely accurate, our Tex- 
as historian should have stated that But- 
ler’s army advanced toward Petersburg 
and that Beaureguard attacked him with a 
smaller force, and drove him back several 
miles to Bermuda Hundreds, when that 
doughty warrior entrenched his 30,000 troovs 
under cover of his gunboats and called for 
assistance. while Beauregard settled down 
in front of him with a thin line of men ard 
a few bateeries, paralyzing the fedcral Fal- 
staff until Grant came to his assistance. 


The Petersburg Seize. 


“Following the usual custom of other 
writers, our Texas friends pass over the 
eventful period from June 4, 1864, to March, 
1865, without mentioning ten or a dozen 
heavy engagements petween the forces of 
Lee and Grant. The explosion of the mine 
in front of Petersburg is mentioned, but the 
many others. are not noted. Grant made 
a number of heavy assaults upon parts of 
Lee’s lines and sundry efforts were made to 
turn his flanks, in all of which Grant failed. 
The federa} losses during this period ex- 
ceeded Meade’s losses at Gettysburg, the 
bloodiest battle of the war, and outnum- 
bered the army George Washington com- 
manded during the revolution. 

Negro Troops. 

“In noting the events during the summer 
of 1864. Cooper uses this language: ‘The 
south had not recognized the slaves as free 
and consequently when negro troops were 
taken prisoners they refused to exchange 
them. A.general stoppage of exchange was 
the result.’ 

“This is news, but not history. The ex- 
change of prisoners had been stopped long 


to exchange was never put upon any such 
ground. The federal authorities stopped 
the exchange of prisoners in 1863, principally 
vpon suggestions and requests of General 
Grant. Prisoners captured in the Gettys- 
burg campaign, and even prior to that time, 
were held in federal prisons until after the 
surrender. Grant urged that the exchange 
be stopved, and gave as one reason that 
the confederate prisoners, being well cared 
for in northern prisens. returned to their 
commands strong and renewed their fieht- 
ing. while federal prisonérs came from con- 
federate vorisens debilitated ond broken 
down and unfit for service. This was not 
true when the exchange was stopred and 
never was en afterwards. The federala 
knew that if the confederates taken prison- | 
ers tn 1868 tind in 1864. were held, that no re- 
cruits were to be had to. take their places in 
tHe southern army. while hundreds of thon- 
ennds could he and were, recruited to take 
the niaces of those in sovthern orisens. 

“Grant was quoted as ‘having said that 
jt was ‘cheaner and easier to feed the reh- 
els than to ficht them.” and ureed that thev 
‘be held when ones cartured. His statement 
of the treatment of rrisoners was not 
horre out hw the facts, because the official 
atatistics show that the death rate of con- 
e sorers in. northern prisons wes. 
ereater n the death rate of federals in 
aro ther= neaenne . 


“Qur Texas authore! after sneaking of the [| 
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wart and suffering in the south 
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should have added that notwithstanding 
their vast resources and supplies of ail 
sorts, the federal authorities permitted: in- 
tense suffering and cruel treatment of con- 
federate prisoners at Johnson's island, 
Camp Elmira, Fort Delaware, Camp 
Douglas, Point Lookout, Rock Islani and 
other prisons. The thotsands of confed- 
erate dead at these Places are silent but 
powerful witnesses to the truth of this 
statement. 


Sheridan’s Ride. 


“This history mentions Early’s defeat by 
Sheridan before Winchester in September, 
1864, but fails to state the numbers engaged, 
and then adds: ‘A month later Early at- 
tagted the federal force during Sheridan's 
absence and routed them. Sh met his 
fleei forces, turned them and routed the 
confederates.’ 

‘"The facts are these: At the battle of 
Winchestér Early had four smal]! divisions 
of infantry, Rhodes’s, Gordon’s, Ramseur’s 
and Breckenridge’s, Numbering tess than 
13,000 in the aggregate. To guard his 
flank and outposts he had about 2,000 caval- 
ry. The ety Sheridan had the Sixth 
corps, the Eighth corps and two full divi- 
sions of the Nineteenth corps, supported 
by over 8,000 splendidly equ ‘ cavalry 
under Torbert, Merritt, Averill and Custer. 

‘‘His army, according to the official fig- 
ures, numbered present in the field at that 
time 75,885. Fully 48,000 were present and 
joined in the attack upon BHarly’s small 
fdérce, His infantry was repulsed and 
driven back with great loss, but Sheridan’s 
cavalry overwhelmed Early’s and turned 
his flanks, and he was driven through Win- 
chester. But Karly made a daring fight and 
inflicted upon Sher: a loss of over 6,000, 

‘‘The engagement ‘ a month later’ was an- 
other conflict between the same relative 
forces. During the night of October i§th 
Early sent part of his command, under 
General Gordon, over a rough and narrow 
way to a point below the federal position 
along Cedar creek. At early dawn Gordon 
struck the flank and rear portions of the 
Nineteenth and Eighth corps, putting them 
to rout, capturing their ye and in- 
trenchments, with all their artillery, wa- 
gons and supplies. The federal left wing 
was driven back several miles foward Win- 
chester. Sheridan’s cavalry remained out 
of reach of Gordon’s column, ard the 
Tenth corps was only partially encountered. 
These commands were formed to meet Kar- 
ly and stretched across the roads cover- 
ing Winchester, The mighty Sheridan spent 
the night in Winchester. When the sound 
of Early’s guns reached his ears he rode 
out to learn what it’ meant. He soon met 
some of his panic stricken troops. He start- 
ed to the front about 9 o’clock. About il 
o’clock he reached the line already formed 
by Wright’s Sixth corps and his 8,000 cav- 
alry, under Torbert, Merritt and Custer. 
Here he halted until after 3:30 p. m., when 
he advanced his reorganized army of 40,000 
men and engaged the scatteged brigades of 
Earty’s little army. The confederates were 
not properly posted for defense and some 
of the commands were not in position at all. 
Sheridan’s infantry again failed, but iis 
cavalry turned Early’s left flank and gain- 
ed the rear. His army was routed and 
driven back. The road was filled with 
artillery and trains, and becoming block- 
ed, became an easy prey for the federal 
cavalry divisions, there being no organized 
troops to resist them. 

“Sheridan’s wonderful (?) ride lasted from 
9 o’clock in the morning until 4 o’clock in 
the afternoon, or just seven hours, during 
which time he rode a little over twelve 
miles. How thrilling! How marvelous! 
Why, he actually averaged nearly two 
miles per hour! And yet so-called histo- 
rians accord to him a most prilliant and 
dramatic exploit. He is given credit for 
a most dashing, soul-stirring ride, and it 
is believed by his grateful but misinformed 
countrymen that by his personal prowess he 
checked the flight of his entire army re- 
treating in wild disorder, and by a wave of 
his mpehty sword transformed his broken 

On “Instantly “into a résokate‘and irre- 
sistfble phalanx, turning disaster into glo- 


rious. victory, ¢ ; 

‘He did defeat E —defeated him bad- 
ly, routing his Nttle,¢ommand of 8,000 scat- 
tered troops with his overwhelming fcrce 
of 40,000. In the light of all the facts, this 
so-called great ride or Shéridan is a muon- 
strous fabrication and burlesque. He eal- 
loped out to his reserve: line already formed 
under the command:of Generals Wright, 
Torbert, Custer, Merritt, Kiefer and others, 
and remained behind them from a. mi 
until 3:30 p. m. before he saw any part of 
Early’s command. It was not thrilling; it 
was not heroic; it was not even dangerous, 
and does not deserve one word of praise or 
poetry. 

. rades, I eincerely trust that some 
of us may live long enough to see a his- 
tory of the civil war written with the ut- 
most fairness to both sides and one against 
which no complaint can be justly urged.”’

‘“‘We commend the governor for his vig- 
orous action, the press for its unassail- 
able position in favor of justice, the white 
ministers of Atlanta for their noble protest 
and all others who have been zealous for 
the good name of the state and for the 
protection of every ‘citizen in his divine 
right to life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness. 

“3. We extend sympathy to the relatives 
of the deceased and to those citizens of 
Palmetto who are desirous of restoring 
the fair name of their city by bringing the 
guilty we to justice, 

“4. We place ourselves on record as op- 
posed to all crime, whether committed by 
white or black, and announce ourselves 
ready to co-operate with all good citizens 
in promoting the formation of a public 
sentiment that will prevent the recurrence 
of such scenes in rgia. We appeal to 
all men, black and white, to refrain from 
crime. We appeal to pulpit and press to 
continue the agitation until] we shall have 
in Georgia the assurance that in all cases 
justice shall be meted out to all prisoners 
by due process of law. —

O FEATURE of the propos:d home 

to be established by the Woman's 

Co-operative Association for the ben- 
efit of the working women is more practi- 
cable than the restaurant which will be 
operated in association with the home. 

There are few women in Atlanta who 
have not frequently felt the need of a 
restaurant where they could procure a 
wholesome lunch at a reasonable rate and 
under agreeable circumstances. Not only 
the woman who works and finds it in- 
convenient to go to her home for a noon- 
day meal will find the restaurant a com- 
fort, but the busy woman who hag a great 
deal of shopping to do and who does not 
care to return home at the dinner hour 
and then make another trip to town, 

Another ‘class of women who will hail 
with rejoicing the restaurant are those 
who come to Atlanta from the smaller 
towns for a day’s shopping and who do 
not care to go to the hotels and larger 
restaurants. 

In most of the large cities the woman's 
exchangés @upport or operate restaurants 
of this kind, and-in many instances they 
not only are self supporting, but large 
revenues are renlized from them. 

A prominent woman, now several years 
a resident of Atlanta, tells an interesting 
story of a restaurant in one of thé ‘larger 
. cities, where it was established primarily 
for working women, but really became the 
rendezvous of the fashionable women of 
the city who happened to be busy in town 
during the luncheon hour. 

“This fact did not do away with the 
co-operative spirit of the restaurant,” she 
paid, “‘but on the contrary, the patronage 
of the leisure class encouraged that of the 
business women, who, through motives 
of false pride or timidity, have hesitated 
at first in patronizing an enterprise estab- 
lished in their interest., 

“I very much miss the little restaurant,” 
continued the Atlanta lady, ‘and I believe 

at if one like it were properly estab- 

shed here it would succeed admirably. 

“We began on a small scale at first 
and made our record for two things—they 
were: good cooking and cleanliness, for 
certainly where these two qualities are 
lacking no restaurant need expect patron- 
age no-matter what may be the auspices 
under which it is operated. 

“A great mistake made in the estab- 
lishment of such enterprises is the attempt 
at a variety of dishes rather than the 
proper preparation of a few wholesome 
ones served in a cleanly and dainty man- 
ner, 

“T recall now,” she continued, “that our 
little restaurant made its record first for 
delicious hot rolls, fresh butter and good 
coffee, and that the ladles meeting each 
other during shopping hours would say: 
“Come let us try some of those good rolls 
at the woman’s restaurant.’ 

“One or two meats were all. that were 
attempted by the menu for a}l day, and a 
reputation for good cooking was striven 
for more than anything else. 

"In less than a year the enterprise had 
s0 developed that large quarters were nec- 
essary, and the last time I saw the estab- 
lishment it had assumed the proportions 
and style in every way of what the world 
might call the ‘first-class restaurant.’ ”’ 
4, “What has Ween said by this prominent 
voman, in regard to the yecessity of 
Simple food Well cooked,” at the proposed 
resturant for women, was cofroborated by 
a@ young working-woman, one of the re- 
freshing type, by the way, who doesn’t 
mind being referred to as a “‘working wo- 
man.” 

“There doubt that the

women of the city have long felt the need: 


of such a restaurant as I hope the ladies of 
the co-operative association will establish,”’ 
she waid, formany iofus are forced to go 
without our lunghes if the weather is 
such, or business is such, that we cannot 
go to cur homes for the midday meal. 

“We cannot afford the average hotel 
restaurant, andthe boarding houses that 
we might depend uponscarcely _ satisfies 
one’s ideas of wholesome food. 

“We working women, however, have 
been so frequently disappointed in the 
‘church restaurants,’ or those luncheg ser- 
ved by good ladies for a period of days, 
for charitable purposes, that we will prob- 
ably be descreet how we promise to pat- 
ronize any institution of'the kind till we 
‘sample the fare.’ 

“So often we will be informed that the 
ladies of ‘such and such a church’ will 
serve delicious lunches at certain hours, 
at a very central location, and that for a

“The table will be covered with dishes 
filled with good enough food, but not prop- 
erly prepared, and the ‘coffee’ will be 
cold, and the glass of milk hot. 

“What I would relish,” she continued, 
“and what I believe the average working 
woman wants, and needs, is the simplest 
foods, well prepared, and served under 
cleanly surroundings. 

“There is a great difference between 
sloppy, gréasy soup, and hot wholesome 
soup, and it takes a good cook to prepare 
the latter beverage properly. Good bread 
and butter is a simple demand, but one 
that means a great deal to a hungry wo- 
man, no.matter who she is. 

“I do hope that the good ladies interest- 
ed in us will be encouraged in their in- 
tentions, ‘‘the young working women con- 
cluded, “‘an@ I am sure that they will meet 
with compensation and gratitude on all 
sides.’’ 


The Trousseau of

Not only the young women of Gotham’s 
smart set, but young women of fashion 
throughout the country, are doubtless inter- 
ested in the trousseau of Miss Virginia Fair, 
the lucky California girl who has captivated 
young William Vanderbilt and all his mil- 
lions.

The executive commit- 
tee is composed of one member of a board 
of county commissioners in each congres- 


sional district, 

The meeting of the executive committee 
is a very important one, as many matters 
will come before the members that directly 
affect the organization. The usual time for 
holding the conventions of county commis- 
sioners is in July, and it is expected that 
the next convention will be held «uring 
that month, 

The place has not yet been discussed. 
Two conventions have been held in the 
past, both of these in Atlanta. It being one 
of the most accessible cities in the state 
and with the best railroad facilities, it is 
possible that it may be chosen as the next 
place of the convention, 

‘Macon is a candidate for the convention, 
and it is believed that other Geoggia towns 
will ask for the privilege of entertaining 
the commissioners, The fight may grow 
warm before the time for the executive 
committee to decide. Macon was chosen as 
the place of the convention last year, but 
owing to the cheap rates attendant here on 
account of the reunion, the commissioners 
preferred to come to this city. 

The programme for the convention will 
probably be discussed. It is the custom to 
have papers read at the conventions on 
various questions regarding the work of the 
boards of commissioners in various coun- 
ties, and the subjects and speakers will 
probably be chosen at the meeting of the 
executive committee. 

About 200 commissioners .from Many 
counties in Georgia attend the annual con- 
ventions of the. association, and the in- 
structive nature of the conventions will 
bring more commissioners together this 
year than on any previcus occasion.

WILL LOCATE FEDERAL PRISON 


Distinguished Visitor Will Be Shown 
Many Courtesies While Here. 


BUILDING WILL BE CREDIT TO CITY 


Will Be One of the Finiest Prisons in 
the United States—Appropriation 
Is Already Made. 


Information has been received in Atlanta 
that Attorney General Griggs will arrive 
here Tuesday, Apri] 18th, for the purpose 
of selecting a site for the new federal 
prison. 

He will carefully inspect the various 
sites tendered for the prison by the city 
and will select the one he believes to be 
best fitted for the structure. 

A committee from the general council, 
headed by ‘Mayor Woodward, will meet the 
attorney general at the train and escort 
him to his hotel. He will probably remain 
in Atlanta several days and will be shown 
many courtes‘es while here. It is said that 
a dinner will be given in his honor at the 
Kimball hotse. After he has selected 4 
site he will return to Washington to make 
the necessary arrangements for the con- 
struction of the prison.” 

Congress has already made an appropria- 
tion for the building and it wil] be one of 
the finest of its kind in the United States. 
Its location here will be a material benefit 
to the commercial interests of this city, as 
the supplies will be purchased in Atlanta. 

Albout a dozen sites around the city have 
been tendered to the municipal authorities, 
but the city will offer only about three or 
four to the government. One requirement 
concerning the location of the prison here 
was that the city should furnish the 
ground. The railroads have come to the 
front offering to donate the necessary land 
to the city, thus enabling the city to ten- 
der the site to the government without 
cost. 

The attorney general has full power 
vested in him to make the selection of a 
gite and his decision will be final. It is 
thought the actual work will begin in a 
very few weeks and that the prison will be 
completed in a comparatively short while.
